An armed robber fled with more 
than $400 he took from Flag’s 
Restaurant in Van Buren Township 
Tuesday afternoon, but was cap- 
tured a few minutes later by police 
in Romulus. 

Named as the gunman is Sch- 
weidel Tyson, 33, of Detroit, who 
sheriffs say entered the restuarant 
on Belleville Road at 1*94 about 2: 30 
pm. and ordered Rocco Ciaverelli, 
the manager, to give him money 
from the cash register 

Det. Ed Lindberg of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Dept., said Tyson 
held a handgun on Ciaverelli. 

After getting the money, he said 
Tyson jumped into a car driven by 
Tommy Lee Forrest, 30, of Yp- 
silanti, and the duo fled east on 1-94. 

But, thanks to an alert citizen who 
noticed the two men acting in a 
suspicious manner before the 
robbery) Deputy Edwin Rasmussen 
was able to apprehend them at the 
Wayne exit ramp a few miles east on 
the expressway. 

Lindberg said the citizen copied 
down the license number and 
description of the car, which he gave 
to police summoned to the robbery 
scene. 

According to Lindberg, Tyson and 
Forrest offered no resistance to

Rasmussen who spotted their car 
after hearing a radio bulletin 
Police said both men had served 
time in Jackson Prison and that both 
the car and gun, belonging to a 
Detroit reserve police officer, had 
been stolen a short time before. 


All of the money taken in the ar- 
med robbery was recovered, said 
Lindberg 

Tyson and Forrest were arraigned 
Wednesday morning in 34th District 
Court in Romulus on charges of 
armed robbery and possession of a 
firearm in commission of a felony. 

Shortly after Rasmussen stopped 
the suspects’ caar, several police 
cars from the area and state police 
converged on the scene with sirens 
blowing and lights flashing, the 
detective said. 

A patrol car from Van Buren 
Township Police Dept., only a mile 
away, was second on the scene at 
Flags, said Police Chief John 
Willet, and was ready to give 
assistance. 


Release of equalization factors 
last week by the Wayne County 
Bureau of Taxation to out-county 
communities portend whopping 
boosts in state equalized value 
(SEV) of residential properties and 
resulting higher tax bills. 

When local assessments are 
multiplied by that area’s 
equalization factor, it theoretically 
brings that residential property up 
to one half of the current market 
vgiue r -required by slate law. 

The factors are compiled by tire 
Bureau of Taxation from the studies 
of a significant number of real estate 
transactions over an approximate 
3-year period in a specific area. 

Two reasons are being cited for 
next year’s huge jump in residential 
property taxes — rapidly rising 
prices of residential properties over 
most the last three years in im- 
plementation of Public Act 114 of 
1979 for the first time. 

Under the new act, instead of each 
community being given one overall 
equalization factor to be applied to 
all types of property, one each has 
been worked out for four classes of 
property — agricultural, com- 
mercial. industrial and residential. 

In most of the communities in 
Wayne County, the residential 
equalization factors have risen 
sharply, even drastically. But, 
factors for the agricultural, com- 
mercial and industrial sectors have, 
conversely, dropped substantially in 
most instances. 

Many communities will ex- 
perience a 20 to 30 percent SEV 
increase in 1981, but the city of 
Dearborn, for example, will undergo 
a virtual disaster. In that com- 
munity, the new factor will send the 
SEV of residential property up a 
phenomenal 50 percent! 

In Huron Township, Sup Richard 
F. Sullivan expressed utter 
amazement at the new factor for 
residential property. 

“I am stunned that such a thing 
would be permitted,” declared the 
supervisor. He had just received 
word that the residential 
equalization factor for his township 
had spiraled to 1.4344, or 20.53 
percent higher than last year’s 1.19. 

Sullivan said he called the offices 
of Rep. Edward Mahalak, Sen. 
William Faust, Sen. James DeSana, 
and George McEachran, director of 
the county Bureau of Taxation, to 
protest the new residential 
equalization factor 

Except in the case of DeSana, w ho 
was not in his office, Sullivan said 
thestate legislators were at a loss as 
to what to do 

“We may have to petition the state 
fora new- constitutional amendment 
that would adjust or revise the 
current concept of property 
equalization,” explained Sullivan 

He said that in talking to his 
constituents, some persons, 
primarily senior citizens, indicated 
they would refuse to pay the higher 
taxes tor 1981 

“Many of the persons I talked to 
said they would not pay their taxes 
but will invest the money instead 
and use the profit to offset 
penalties,” said the supervisor 
“They want to teach the state a 
lesson,” he added 

Sullivan said he felt that many 
other segments of society w ill follow 
the same course of action 

In Belleville where the residential 
equalization factor shot up to 3 8604

Headiee 
effect is 
minimal - 

Drastically higher residential 

pruper^v taxes Co; aiv.a com- 
munities in 1981 due to recently 
released new equalization factors 
from Wayne County will only be 
affected minimally by the Headiee 
Tax Limitation Amendment in 1978. 

According to George McEachran, 
director of the Wayne County 
Bureau of Taxation, how much the 
local tax rate is rolled back is 
determined by a complicated for- 
mula. 

An important ingredient in the 
formula is the average consumer 
price index (CPI) computed at the 
end of each year, to measure in- 
flation he said. 

Assuming that the current 12.5 
percent rate of inflation remains at 
the figure when the end of the year 
arrives, the reduction in taxes will 
almost be negligible in many 
communities, he stressed. 

For example, McEachran pointed 
out, Van Buren Township’s 
residential equalization factor of 
3.6550 will boost the state equalized 
value (SEV) of residential 
properties by the same percentage. 

After the Headiee Amendment 
formula is worked out for Van 
Buren, assuming a 12.5 percent rate 
of inflation, taxpayers will realize a 
relatively insignificant 1.8 percent 
decrease on the one mill applied to 
their SEV for operation of township 
government. 

McEachran said the average 
residential valuation in Van Buren is 
$6,070. In 1980 w hen the factor of 2.78 
was applied, the resulting SEV 
w ould come to a bout $16,900. But, the 
new 1981 residential equalization 
factor of 3.6550 will shoot the SEV of 
that same property up to $22,200, he 
noted. This means higher taxes, he 
said. 

The one mill levied by Van Buren 
for operating purposes would then 
be multiplied by the SEV figure and 
in turn reduced by 1.8 percent 
under provisions of the Headiee 
Amendment, he said 

In 1981 for the first time. Public 
Act 114 of 1979 goes into effect, 
calling for separate equalization 
factors for four classes of property 
— agricultural, commercial, in- 
dustrial and residential. McEachran 
said. 

He emphasized that if Van Buren 
had received only one overall factor 
in 1981 as done under the old system, 
it would have been 3.1713 instead of 
the 3 6550 for residential properties 

‘The difference would be an 
approximate 14 percent increase in 
the residential equalization factor 
instead of the 31 25 percent jump 
taxpayers will get next year,” said 
McEachran 

Commenting on the Headiee 
Amendment, the director said, “The 
Headiee Amendment was designed 
to put a cap on government 
spending But, it is not providing the 
anticipated relief to residential 
taxpayers ”

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Teen's murder prompts legislative action 

' Minors must have adult supervision in dangerous job... ' Plawecki House 


Legislation designed to keep 
young people out of potentially 
dangerous job situations without 
constant adult supervision is on its 
way to the governor for signature 
into law, today announced Senate 
Majority Floor Leader David A. 
Plawecki, (D-Dearbom Heights). 

Plawecki, who worked closely on 
the measure with State Represen- 


tatives A1 Sheridan (D-Taylor), and 
Bill Keith (D-Garden City), said the 
need to strengthen current state law 
is obvious in light of recent slayings 
of several area youths who were 
working alone at service stations 
when the crimes occurred 
“Although working permits issued 
to minors prohibit them from 
working unsupervised, existing 


state law lacks strong penalties to 
discourage some employers from 
violating the act,” explained 
Plawecki. 

“With the stringent penalties 
included in this measure, I am 
hopeful that employers will be 
disuaded from allowing minors to 
work unsupervised and further 
tragedies will be avoided”, added 
Plawecki. 

The bill specifically states that a 
minor— a child under 18— cannot be 


employed, unless an adult super- 
visor is piesent during the minor’s 
working hours. 

Employers who violate the act 
would be subject to imprisonment

(Continued from Page A-l) 
from 2.87 last year, Mayor Justin 
Emerson was shocked. He im- 
mediately fired off a letter to 
McEachran, protesting the 27.54 
percent increase in property 
valuation. 

He said the latest residential 
equalization factor when applied to 
local properties, would result in a 50 
percent hike in the last two years 
and a 91 percent jump over the last 
five years in SEV. 

“It appears the message of the 
November election is being totally 
ignored/’ his letter stated. “Based 
on the reaction of the taxpayers to 
the December, 1980 tax bills, the 
Tisch amendment would have 
passed overwhelmingly had the 
election been held a month later.’’ 

Emerson s letter also said that in 
view of the depressed economic 
times “it seems that to place a 
burden of this magnitude on the 
citizens is irresponsible and un- 
called for”. 

The mayor concluded his letter by 
asking that McEachran “reconsider 
the unrealistic residential factor of 
3.6604 for the city of Belleville”. 

In Romulus, the residential 
equalization factor for 1981 has 
increased to 1.2746 from 1.06 for last 
year a jump of 20.2 percent while in 
Van Buren, the situation is even 
worse. 

Van Buren’s residential 
equalization factor has leaped for 
1981 to 3.6550 from last year’s 2.78, or 
31.25 percent higher 

In Sumpter Township, the 1981 
residential equalization factor will 
be 1.8342, up from 1.46 last year, an 


her voice to the protest of the higher 
residential equalization factors. 

She commented. “I am also going 
to protest these absurdly high 
factors which will mean ridiculously 
increased tax bills for Van Buren 
residents.’’ 

She said she also supported the 
contention that legislation should be 
changed in Lansing to bring about a 
more realistic approach to payment 
of residential property taxes 

To that end. Cullin said she will 
present a resolution to the township 


board at the Jan. 13 meeting which 
calls for a freeze on residential SEVs 
in Van Buren at the 1979 level until 
the economy improved and 
stabilized 

The supervisor said, if adopted, 
the resolution will be sent to all area 
legislators. 

Cullin’s resolution states that the 
new residential equalization factor 
is based on “three years of in- 
flationary sales’’ during a time when 
sales were high and the need for 
housing was great. 


Other types of property had little 
demand during that same period, 
she said in her resolution, resulting 
in lower factors for their 
classifications. 

“The high residential equalization 
factor puts a heavy burden on those 
property owners who do not want to 
sell.” Cullin said her resolution 
stated in its text. 

She said the new factor came at an 
inopportune time when the economy 
is suffering and business conditions 
are in a severe depression.

Romulus, factors for the other three 
types of properties has been reduced 
from last year’s one overall 
equalization factor. In Romulus, the 
agricultural equalization factor of 
1.2746 is higher than last year’s 1.06. 
Factors for commercial and in- 
dustrial properties have not yet been 
calculated by the Bureau of 
Taxation. 

Even McEachran is unhappy with 
the new residential equalization 
factors. “Act 114 is converting all of 
the factors in one year,’* he said. 
“But, it is not going to work. It is an 
intolerable situation. The taxpayers 
cannot live with most of the in- 
creases.” 

But, the director stressed, “The 
Bureau of Taxation <^n’t change it! 
Local officials can’t cnange it! Only 
Lareing can do anything about it!” 

McEachran said he is telling of- 
ficials in all of the affected com- 
munities to let their area’s 
legislators know how they feel and to 
ask them to take appropriate action 
to remedy the situation. 

The director emphasized that 
escalating real estate prices due to 
inflation “played havoc’’ with the 
new residential equalization factors. 

“As a result, we are now getting a 
delayed reaction,” he said. 

McEachran said about 90 percent 
of Wayne County would get double- 
digit increases in residential 
equalization factors. He advocated 
that implementation of Act 114 
should be postponed for at least two 
years. This would let falling real 
estate prices for residential 
properties bring down the factors to 
a more realistic level, he asserted. 

Heforesees trouble ahead for local 
elected officials who he said will 
bear the brunt of the blame for 
resulting higher residential property 
taxes. 

“It’s not their fault,” he declared 
• But, it will be up to them to get 
themselves on the record right away 
to explain what is happening.”

Although DetRo Recovery, the 
Detroit-based firm wanting to build 
a sludge composting plant in 
Romulus, has been a controversial 
topic, only a handful of residents 
turned out Monday when the 
Planning Commission discussed the 
project. 

Following a closed session during 
which current legal litigation was 
discussed, Dave Sanders, city 
planner, talked about special 
standards formulated for sludge 
composting plants under M-2 heavy 
industrial zoning 

Sanders reminded the Planning 
Commission and the audience of a 
public hearing Monday, Dec. 29, at 7 
p m. The hearing will be devoted to 
the newly-drafted sludge com- 
posting standards that would be 
incorporated into M-2 zoning 

If the standards are approved, 
they would become an amendment 
to the city’s zoning ordinance. 

DetRo currently is involved in two 
lawsuits against the city of 
Romulus. The first is the company’s 
appeal of a Planning Commission 
decision that a sludge composting 
plant proposed by DetRo for a 133- 
acre site on Ecorse Road was not 
compatible w'ith M-l light industrial 
zoning there, but would be in M-2. 

The second suit by DetRo seeks a 
court ruling that would put the 
proposed plant on a 38-acre land 
parcel immediately east of the city 
hall that is zoned M-2. 

.After DetRo’s turndown on the 
smaller parcel when the Planning 
Commission tabled action on 
grounds that its site plan request 
was rough and incomplete and that 
the city had no standards for sludge 
composting plants, the company 
filed suit. 


The company sought a writ of 
mandamus, asking that the court 
rule that a sludge composting plant 
could be built on the M-2 zoned 
smaller land parcel. 

Judge George Roumell adjourned 
the case until Jan. 9 and asked that 
the city have new standards 
prepared when trial resumed 

Although the site east of city hall is 
much smaller than its first land 
parcel, DetRo’s real estate 
representative admitted that the 
firm had additional land under 
option. 

However, most observers feel 
DetRo is bluffing and is using the 
threat of building the sludge com- 
posting plant near city hall as a 
lever to get city permission to 
construct it on the larger piece of 
land. 

DetRo’s plant when completed 
would convert sewage and industrial 
sludge from Detroit and 76 suburban 
communities into commercial 
fertilizer 

Reportedly, most Romulus 
residents are against the project for 
a number of reasons, mainly the 
odor associated with the proposed 
operation and possible health 
hazards 

However, one irate citizen called 
the Roman to say that she and many 
others did not believe the DetRo’s 
side of the story was being 
adequately told Instead, she 
claimed that many local residents 
favor construction of the sludge 
composting plant in Romulus. 

If the company's first announced 
intentions of paying an annual 
revenue sum to Romulus became a 
reality, the project could be a 
financial plus to the communty. 
Completion of the plant could come 
about only after involved local, 
county, state and federal agencies 
gave required approval

Many people will be away from 
home for the holidays. Special 
plans must be made to care for 
your pets during these absences 
whether they be for hours or 
several days. 

Dogs are not used to urinating 
ordeficiating in the house so they 
should only be left for short 
periods of time, not to exceed 
eight to 12 hours Even if you 
should choose to leave papers for 
your dog to use. it may not use 
them. 

If you are going to be away 
(rom home for over twelve hours, 
you should either place your dog 
in a kennel or have someone stop 
by your house to care for your 
dog' 

Cats are easier to care for and 
may be left overnight with food, 


water, and a litter box. They 
should not be left longer than 
overnight because they have a 
tendancy to get into trouble such 
as spilling their water or hurting 
themselves by chewing on 
electrical cords, getting caught in 
tight spaces, etcetera They also 
may be placed in kennel or 
checked on daily by a friend. 

Birds may be left alone 
overnight with adequate food and 
water. They must be checked on 


daily to see that they have suf- 
ficient food and water since small 
birds can starve to death within 
24 hours. 

Birds w ill not eat in the dark, so 
you should not cover the cage 
while you are away. 

Fish may be left from one to 
several days without difficulty, 
depending on the type of fish you 
have and their environment. It is 
a good idea to check with an 


aquarium store to see what 
preparations can be made for 
your fish’s safety while you are 
away. 

It may be possible to decrease 
the water temperature to slow 
the fish’s metabolism, thus 
lengtheningthetimeyour fish may 
be left without feeding 

Delayed release foods and 
automatic feeders are available 
depending on the length of time 


you will be away. 

Think of your pet during these 
holidays and make the ap- 


propriate plans for their comfort 
and welfare

Hearing her tell of her experiences abroad (non-stop for two days) has 
been interesting and delightful and often hilarious or touchingly 
poignant. 

Leaving her wide-eyed little 8-and-9-y ear-olds, the staff at Green 
Close Primary and all her acquaintances and special friends of the past 
four months was, she said, one of the saddest and hardest things she’s 
ever had to do, There were puddles of tears, we hear, to mark her 
departure from the Walsall area. 

Having had readers of “potpourri’’ comment on how much they’ve 
liked reading about our “English Connection”, made me decide to write 
one final missive - sharing some of the differences and-or similarities 
we have with our British cousins. Although we speak the same 
language, it’s amazing how differently we do so. 

Both countries delight in the myth about the jolly roly-poly man-in-red 
but English youngsters await the arrival of Father Christmas, not Santa 
Claus and NEVER St. Nick - the latter being reserved for their 
European neighbors. 

Having told her class all about Christmas in America, Carol then had 
them write a story of what they remembered. Most ALL were 
fascinated with our candy canes, eggnog, Thanksgiving Day parade 
when Santa is officially welcomed and were surprised that we hang our 
stockings on the mantel and not the bedpost. They were equally aghast 
that we don’t have Christmas Pudding or Christmas Cake (not to be 
confused with our plum of fruit mixtures.) And I’ve a feeling Father 
Christmas is a bit happier with his snacks of sherry and mince pie than 
our poor cold Santa with his cookies and milk. They DID like our idea of 
leaving a carrot for the reindeer, however. 

Tliey’d tee-hee quite often when Carol would refer to her sweater as 
such since, in England, they are “jumpers” or to the waste basket as 
such since, to them, it’s a “bin’\ And, Carol says, her critic teacher now 
uses the term “toss” it in the bin, trading her “throw” for an 
Americanism she heard constantly. 

Carol learned, too, that rubber boots are “Wellingtons”; pants and 
slacks are always “trousers” and nylons are “tights”. In fact, she had a 
dickens (pun) of a time trying to BUY panti-hose since they kept saying 
“tights” and she did not WANT tights! 

Other terms which differ from ours are “pumps” for tennis shoes (but

1 package (10 oz.) Birds Eye Italian style vegetables with a seasoned

Unmold rice onto serving dishes and serve 
with vegetable-ham mixture. Makes 1 & one-third cups rice and 2 cups 
ham mixture or 2 servings. 


Hawaiian-style Ham with Rice 

3 4 cup water 
>4 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. butter or margarine 
3 4 cup Minute rice 

2 tbsp. chopped cashew nuts 
1 tsp. cornstarch 

*4 cup orange juice 

1 package ( 10 oz. ) Birds Eye liaw aiian style vegetables with a seasoned 
sauce 

3 4 cup diced cooked ham 
1 tbsp. butter or margarine 
>4 tsp. prepared mustard 

Bring water, salt and 1 teaspoon butter to full boil in small saucepan.

Meanwhile, combine cornstarch and orange juice in medium 
saucepan.

Cook and stir over medium heat until mixture comes to a boil and 
vegetables are separated. Cover and simmer over low heat for 4 
minutes. Unmold rice onto individual serving dishes. Serve with 
vegetable-ham mixture. Makes 2 cups ham mixture and 1 & one-third 
cups rice or 2 servings. 


That Christmas cactus - is it really? 


When is a Christmas Cactus not a 
Christmas Cactus? Most of the time. 

“Most of the cacti sold as Christ- 
mas cacti are really Thanksgiving 
cacti.” explains Royal Heins, 
Michigan State University assistant 
professor of horticulture. 
‘Botanically, the true Christmas 
cactus is Schlumbergera bridesii. 
The Thanksgiving cactus is 
Schlumbergera truncata But it’s 
usually S truncata that we see being 
sold around the holidays.” Both 
plants, however, have beautiful 
flowers. 

The modified stem segments that 
we tend to think of as the plants' 
leaves are shaped somewhat dif- 
ferently. he goes on In the 
Thanksgiving cactus, the edges of 
the segments are toothed or jagged; 
in the Christmas cactus, the 
segments are smaller and have 
rounded lobes Also, the 
Thanksgiving cactus grows fairly 
upright, while the Christmas cactus 
tends to be more pendulous. 

Both species of cactus originated 
in Brazil, where they grow as 
ephiphvtes in plant debris trapped 
among tree branches or on decaying 
humus on the ground They bloom 
naturally during the holiday season 
hence, their connection with 
Thanksgiving and Christmas 
Breeding programs have produced a 


number ol fine varieties w ith large, 
exotic-looking flowers in white, pink, 
rose, coral and red 

Greenhouse growers of holiday 
cacti bring them into flower by 
exposing them to temperatures 
between 50 and 59 degrees F and the 
natural short days of fall-flowering 
can be precisely controlled by ex- 
posing plants to nine hours of light 
and 15 hours of darkness for 20 to 25 
days. If temperatures are held 
between 50 and 59 degrees, the cacti 
begin to form flower buds regardless 
of day length Temperatures lower 
than 50 degrees inhibit flower for- 
mation. and temperatures over 85 
degrees delay flowering by several 
weeks. Flower buds fall off the 
plants at temperatures over 100 
degrees. 

In the greenhouse or in the home, 
good drainage is essential 

In their native habitat, rainfall 
varies from 3 to 17 inches per 
month,” Heins notes. “But because 
these plants grow' on trees, they are 
adapted to well drained conditions.” 

To approximate the natural 
habitat as closely as possible, pot 
these cacti in a loose, humusy soil in 
a container with a drainage hole. 
Heins advises. Then water as often 
as needed to keep the growing 
medium moist but not soaking wet 
Though the plants are adapted to 


survive dry conditions, maximum 
growth occurs if the medium is kept 
moist. However, Heins warns, only 
slight overwatering of plants 
growing in a heavy soil can cause 
root rot and plant death 
The belief that holiday cacti 
produce more flowers if they’re 
dried out in the fall probably grew

ditions, Heins speculates. A 

greenhouse operator who used the

Seeing things 

The best Christmas stories are true

There are Christmas stories and there are Christmas stories . . . 

And the nicest of them seem to be the ones that are true. The ones about 
acts of courage, of nobility, of charity. The ones that make your heart warm 
and cause you to remember what Christmas was meant to be ... before 
Mattel and Atari and Ronco took over. 

One of my own favorites is one I first heard only last week. It involves a 
very special Christmas family, also new to me since last week. Well, almost 
new ... 

Andrea Sampson is the beautician who cuts my hair. Her mother, 
Claudette, is a cashier at our neighborhood Chatham store. I knew them both 
slightly, but not well enough, it seems, to have heard about their remarkable 
Christmas project. 

The story came out the other day when Andrea was cutting my hair, and I, 
more captive audience than eavesdropper, overheard her talking to 
Gaudette about needing more names for their list. 

They were talking about Turkeys and food baskets and I asked if they were 
working on a project through the church or something. 

“No,” Andrea said, matter-of-factly, “We just do it ourselves.” 

She told me about how, for six or seven years now, the Sampson family has 
headed a drive to make Christmas better for families and individuals in 
need The whole family (headed by Claudette’s mother, Mildred Sampson, 
her five children and assorted in-laws, 18 grandchildren and three great 
grandchildren), throw themselves headlong and eagerly into their own 
special Christmas. 

This year their list includes 19 elderly people, whose names were provided 


by Westland’s Friendship Center, and three families, whose names they’ve 
acquired through various sources — churches, schools, word-of-mouth. 

After so many years of planning Christmas for others, the Sampson’s have 
their organizing down to a science: Mildred’s basement is stocked full of 
canned goods, staples, toys, gifts and wrappings, either donated or pur- 
chased with money given to them by people who know of »heir project, or, as 
is often the case, purchased by the Sampson’s themselves 

Everv triD to the grocery store by Mildred’s daughter-in-law and her 
mother brings another can or box to add to the stock. 

Claudette ( Mildred’s daughter) has a sign up at Chatham’s which reads, in 
effect: “Let’s help the Senior Citizens have a Merry Christmas”. Employees 
and customers alike wait for the sign each year, asking when she is going to 
start collecting. They don’t realize that the Sampson’s never stop 

Almost before one Christmas is over, they are busy planning for the next 
one After-Christmas toy sales are a real bonanza to the Sampson’s, since 
they cannot bring themselves to consider used toys. There’s something 
magic about opening a toy in its own sparkling box ... every child should 
have one. 

T\vo adults are assigned to each child on the list, and they are responsible 
for selecting appropriate gifts according to the child’s age and sex. The gifts 
are then taken to the parents with wrap and ribbon, so they, too, can share in 
the giving The adult gifts are wrapped by volunteers organized by the 
family. 

And, even after seven years or so of putting together food baskets and 
buying toys and gifts for them, the tears still come easily when Mildred talks 
about the people the ones with incurable diseases that rob them, not only 
of their health, but of their money *.s wel 1 


Or the ones who are a little slow and can never earn enough to keep ahead 
of inflation. 

Or the ones who thought that the sacrifices over the years would lead them 
to a nice little nest-egg when they grew old — only to find that their fortune of 
a few years ago is a pittance now. 

I think what I like best about the Sampsons is that they are not glory- 
seekers. In fact, I never did get out of them who started the whole thing ( I 
suspect Mildred, but she’s not talking). They will only say that it evolved 
from a few' food baskets for the elderly to the full-scale, ambitious project it 
is now' 

When 1 remind them of how remarkable they are, they are quick to point 
out that they cannot — no, will not take the credit .. that they just couldn’t 
manage it without the help of so many fine people ... 

And when I ask Mildred Sampson why she and her large family spend the 
whole year worrying about Christmas for other people, she says, “I don’t 
know- .1 guess it's because we’ve been down that road and know how hard it 
is.” 

If I had but one wish for Christmas, it would be to wish the Sampson’s the 
very best that life can give ... knowing full well that they would take that 
wish and apply it to whomever needs it the most. 

Addendum : The Sampson’s are still in need of goods and money this year, 
their goal, besides the gifts, is a turkey and trimmings for everyone on their 
list. They’re also looking for at least one more family to add to their list. Can 
you help 9 Call them at 728-0027.

Everybody seems to enjoy all those tasty goodies at 
Christmas time. Surprisingly, the Grayum clan doesn’t 
number among the "sweet tooth” lovers. 

"My husband, Delbert, doesn’t eat cake,” Mrs. Grayum 
remarked, "and hardly anyone eats any candy during the 
holidays. 1 guess we see so much of it during the rest of the 
year that having cake and candy at Christmas isn’t anything 
special for us.”

XTC 

“Black Sea” 

(Virgin) 

In the past, the only real criticism that 
could be leveled at XTC was that 
sometimes they were too smart for their 
own good. “Clever” is a better term, and 
at times their pop songs became so 
complicated — via hooks, hooks, and 
more hooks, with a few time changes 
thrown in for good measure — that they 
just weren’t fun to listen to. 

XTC’s last album, “Drums And 
Wires,” is a good example of what I’m 
saying; over half of the LP is fantastic, 
the rest really boring. They hit one ex- 
treme or the other. 

Happily, “Black Sea” is all XTC at 
their best, never stepping over the line 
between commercialism and crassness, 
nor between aesthetic art and self- 
indulgence. The album is chock full of 
punchy pop tunes, almost any of which 
could be pulled as a single, but it’s 
“Generals And Majors” that the Detroit 
FM stations have picked up on first. 

It’s sharp melody is sparked by subtle 
lyrical wit, both of which XTC excel at. 

“Respectable Street” is another gem, 
although this time the wit is sharp also, 
and it’s target is suburbia.

It's In the way their curtains open and 

close 

It's In the look they give you down your 

nose 

All part of decency's flgsaw I suppose 

Now they talk about abortions 

In cosmopolitan proportions to their

Other highlights include “Towers Of 
London,” the latest British single, and 
the album’s coup-de-hook, a ditty entitled

“If I could only be tough like him” sings 
Andy Partridge,' “then I could win my 

„ own, small, battle of the sexes.” 

Anyway you look at it, XTC are the 
most polished (technically, that is), 
mature, and challenging bands that have 
lifted themselves out of England in the 
past few years, excepting only the Clash. 
I’m just glad they’ve learned to control it.

Tips are offered on cross country skiing 


Cross-country skiing is 
exhilarating, invigorating and more 
simply, just a lot of fun. but a bad 
introduction to the sport can turn 
away many prospective ski fanatics. 
The following tips will give you some 
idea how cross-country skiing is 
done and how to enjoy yourself your 
first time out 

This is not a substitute for 
professional instruction If you have 
such instruction available you’ll 
increase your skiing ability and your 
enjoyment of the sport. If you don't 
have instruction available, this will 
get you going, and keep you going 
until you find a good teacher. 

— Pick a practice area which is 
almost level, such as a park, a golf 
course, a clearing in the woods, or 
even try your front or back yard. 
The snow should be more powder- 
like than hard and crusty for your 
first time out. 

— Once you have started your first 


practice walk on skis, walk around 
in a small circle and start back. You 
will be surprised to find out how r 
much easier it is toski in a track that 
has been skied upon 

— As you move up and down the 
practice track you just made, try 
lengthening your stride, using the 
ski poles to assist in balance as they 
are needed 

— Once you feel comfortable with 
a longer stride, support yourself on 
both poles. Then draw one foot back, 
lift it slightly and move forward. 
Keep pulling one foot back lifting 
and pushing it forward as hard and 
fast as you can Change to the other 
loot, still standing in place. 

— When you resume skiing, try 
bringing the rear ski forward and 
gliding on it. Before the glide has 
ended, bring the other foot forward, 
and glide on it the same way. 

— When you bring your rear ski 
forward the next time, try lifting it 
slightly off the snow so that it skims 


forward on the upward curve of its 
tip and bears no weight until after 
the feet have passed. 

— Don't be frightened when you 
come to a hill Learning to ski on 
gentle downhill runs is largely a 
matter of confidence so you remain 
relaxed and limber. 

— The downhill skiing position is a 
loose stance, w ith your knees bent to 
absorb some of the shock. Stride 
toward the slope and keep up stride 
as you go over the edge and start 
down. 

— On your next attempt to 
descend try shifting your weight 
from side to side. Once you have 
done this, lift one ski off the snow’ for 
an instant before quickly setting it 
down. Keep at it until you can ski 
downhill first on one foot and then 
the other, shifting your weight from 
side to side in a slow easy rhythm. 

On flat terrain, the skier 
changes direction by picking one ski 
off the ground and setting it down at 


a small angle to the track The 
second ski follows so that it is 
parallel to the first, and so on 

— To change direction w'hile 
skiing downhill, you may either do 
the same things as described above 
or use the wedge or stem turns A 
wedge is made by forcing the skis 
into a “V.” tips together, and tails 
four or five feet apart To turn to the 
left, the weight is placed on the right 
ski To turn to the right, the weight is 
placed on the left ski. 

— To climb uphill, you should ski 
forward until the skis are almost to 
the point of backslipping. At this 
point start a modified side step so 
that you move both ahead and up at 
each step with the skis slightly 
angled to the slope. If the hill gets 
steeper, be prepared to angle your 
skis crosswise toward the slope As 
the slope eases off, angle your skis 
more parallel to the track, as 
necessary.

DYNAMIC AEROBICS— The 
Romulus Recreation Department in 
co-operation with the Wayne, 
Westland Y.M.C.A. is offering a 
twice a week ten week dynamic 
program. The program will be held 
Mondays and Wednesdays in the 
cafetorium at North Junior High 
from 3-4 p.m. for adults age 18 and 
up.
